Poets, lovers, coneocters of light essays, and fe 
sbionable perfumers, are very much obliged to the 
Rese. When Kisfsiadi brought the similes together 
for the purpose of « “ strike,” he made « great omis- 
mon by leaving out this overworked fower. It has 
been marvellously Ul used. Shakspeare himself 
shows usthe worm destroying the fairest roses, as 
love destroys the fairest souls. The old Letia 
maxim that the rose is bory eraid thoras (which is 
not the exect truth) is only a plagianem from the 
old leraelitish proverb, that he who delighted b: 
nose by walking on roses, may therewith fad hus 
feet full of unpleasant prickles. A French writer 
saye that ingratitude is like the rose, which pricks 
him whe cultivates it—ee if ingratitude ever smelt 
wwert like the 
fer apy other bul » wise urpose—namely, te “warn 
the touch while it charms the sense.” Poetesters, 
too, have ternbly abused the ile rose; and whea 
® poet bas said e good thing of, or draw
